Town Clerk Richard Harland called the 
meeting to order and electors chose Carolyn 
Jonitcs, president of the United Homeowners 
of Unincorporated Antioch and secretary of 
Alliance for Better Government, as 
moderator. 

One of the most hotly debated Issues of 
the evening centered on access to 
information. The difficulty in obtaining 
records of township business has long been 
an Issue for some active residents. The 
township requires residents fill out a freedom 
of information act (FOIA) request to release 
even the most mundane of records. Judy 
Martini, Dist. 1 county board member, said 
she was unable to get information regarding 
the number of employees in the township 
when she ran for township supervisor. 

Two separate motions were made relating 
to public access to information. Phil Burgdorf 
moved that the township follow a purchasing 
system, that purchase orders correspond to 
the budget and that bills be made available to 



authority just as I have the authority to make 
purchases under $15,000," he said. Fields 
later clarified the limit is actually $10,000. 

Harland defended his methods. 
"Whenever anybody ever asked me! for 
records, I felt the fairest way was to go 
through the FOIA," he said. "FOIA is a state 
law; If we want to we can circumvent state

Message to township: Plan ahead

Antioch Township residents will-no to have a say in planning and zoning matters in 
unincorporated areas. Electors at the annual township meeting voted to establish a plan 
commission. 

Judy Martini, Dist 1 county board member, made the motion to establish a plan 
commission and it was overwhelmingly approved. Pat McDermott moved that the plan 
commission review Lake County stormwatcr, planning, zoning and building ordinances 
and develop and submit text amendments. 

"It's Imperative that the township have a planning commission especially with the 
sewer study," Martini said In an interview after the meeting. "It is imperative we have the 
zoning in place before we get sewers, unless we want to look like Gurnee." 

The county is currently in the process of reviewing its zoning ordinances. Martini 
said the move is toward suburban zoning. She said suburban zoning considers the 
number of units per acre for the entire site. 

" In suburban zoning, you may have two homes per acre, but whatyou should look at 
is the number of homes per buildable acre. You could have seven homes per acre in 
suburban zoning," she said. 

Martini also noted that with the turnover on the county board, she will have more

Employee pleads guilty; district to receive restitution

A former employee for.'y\ntioch 
Community Consolidated School District 34 
will be forced to repay the district more than 
$27,900 that was misappropriated over a 
number of years. 

Larry Schumacher Sr. pleaded guilty to 
theft over $10,000 and less than $100,000 
(class 2 felony) last week. 

Upon first learning about possible 
wrongdoing last November, the board of 
education demanded Schumacher resign from 
his post as director of building, grounds and 
transportation and called upon the Antioch 
Police Department and the State's Attorney 
Office to conduct a criminal Investigation. 

"As soon as we saw there was some 



potential for wrongdoing, we immediately 
brought It to the authority of the Antioch 
Police Department and the Lake County 
State's Attorney's Office," said 
Superintendent Daniel Burke. 

Mary Schostock, special investigator 
assigned to the case from the state's 
attorney's office, said Schumacher must pay 
$27,912.85 in restitution by Oct 15 of this 
year. An official misconduct charge was 
dropped. 

Schumacher also faces six. months of 
periodic prison but will be released for work. 
He will be on probation for 36 months and 
must perform 200 hours of community 
service. 

Apparently, Schumacher would use his 
position to order various items and parts at 



the expense of the district and use them for 
his personal needs. For example, he ordered 
three furnaces in which two furnaces were 
installed in schools but a third furnace was 
never accounted for, Schostock said. 

"We found out he would use the stuff for 
his personal use or private business," 
Schostock said. 

Antioch Police Detective George Broeckcr 
assisted in the investigation. 

Burke said the district was pleased the 
case was settled and the misappropriated 
funds would be returned to the taxpayers. 

"We compliment the state's attorney's 
office and the Antioch Police Department on 
their thorough investigation and bringing 
about justice on behalf of the taxpayers of the 
school district," Burke said.

Village officials arc hoping 
for good weather as a clean-up 
day is planned behind down- 
town on Skidmorc Drive, April

Representatives from the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers' 
arc expected to visit the site 
April 15. The site just cast of 
Skidmorc Drive, behind the 
downtown shops, is designated 
for a new community park and 
wetlands restoration project. 

Claude LeMcrc, director- of - 
community development, 

unveiled plans for the 7-acrc 
park last month. As envisioned, 
LeMcrc hopes to *restoro^tho 
abandoned and heavily littered 
Scquoit Creek that meanders " • 
behind downtown into a thriv- 
ing restoration park. 

"Sequent Creek is part of our 
heritage," noted LeMerc, who 
also said school children could 
eventually visit the site to learn 
about wetlands and wildlife. 
Two ponds would be created 
from Scquoit Creek and be des- 
ignated for ice skating ponds, 
one for recreational skating and 
the other for ice hockey. 

Mayor Marilyn Shineflug 
noted that the park could be a 



community focal center for the 
Taste of Antioch, open-air craft 
fairs, and other outdoor events. 

A bandshcll is planned 
which would allow for outdoor 
concerts or outdoor theater. 

LeMcrc is also in the process 
of meeting with business owners 
along the east side of Main Street 
to* encourage the renovation of 
the backs of their stores and to 
fully pave their rear parking lots. 
He said the improvements cou- 



pled with the new park could add 
15 to 10 percent increases in 
property values. 

The primary focus of the 
clean-up day, however, LeMerc 
said, is to get community orga- 
nizations and residents inter- 
ested in the new park project. 

"We would like representa- 
tion from all the organizations 
in town," LeMerc said. "We 
would like a community effort 
like we had at Centennial Park."

Village grapples with 
density at Tiffany Farms

Antioch Mayor Marilyn Shineflug said the village will continue to 
try and reduce the density of the Tiffany Farms development as it goes 
through the village process of approval 

As currently planned by developer United Homes of Illinois, 
Tiffany Farms (also known as the Cable property) would introduce 440 
single-family units on approximately 170 acres on the corner of 
Tiffany Road and North Avenue. 

The village's planning and zoning board was expected to meet 
Thursday night to discuss the Tiffany Farms development 

Shineflug said the village has already been able to reduce the den- 
sity by negotiating portions of the zoning on the property from multi- 
ple-family to single-family zoning. The zoning on die property dates 
back to 1971. 

If the development had been built according to the zoning that 
existed from 1971, there could have been 25 single-family lots on 11 
acres, 444 single-family homes on smaller lots on 142 acres and poten- 
tially 268 multi-family units or apartments on 22 acres. 

"From the original concept plan, there could have been as many as 
737 families living there," Shineflug said. 

An engineering proposal suggested that 657 lots was more feasible, 
while the village's comprehensive plan calls for 414 units. 

"The plan is definitely to decrease the density," Shineflug, said.. 
"The problem Is that the land was already zoned." 

Shineflug pointed out that the village was able to eliminate the 
multi-family zoning, which reduced the density to single-family 
lots. 

"We're working hard to reduce the density," Shineflug said. 

She also said the village hopes to get a sizable park donation which 
> v not only provides the new residents with a new park area but it also 
reduces the housing density of the property. ' j3?ag 

"We're working hard to get a large park donation," Shineflug said. ' 

Shineflug said she sympathizes with those who cry high density 
and who demand a moratorium on building in the village. 

She said some villages have run into expensive and losing legal 
battles against home developers when a village has ordered a stop to 
new building or prevented new development by limiting sewer ser-* 
vice. 

"If you have the capacity to provide water and sewer service, you 
have to provide It unless you have an emergency situation," Shin'eflue 
said. 

The same holds true to housing moratoriums which have landed 
some villages in costly court battics. In fear of expensive court battles 
the village of Wauconda lifted its housing moratorium In the face of 
going to court 

"People don't like new development and taxpayers don't like it 
when you spend their money for court and legal fees," Shineflug said."

One unincorporated Antioch resident is tired of the 
burglaries occurring in his neighborhood and is willing 
to offer a reward for a stolen convertible top. 

Gary Cone, who lives on Bayview Road in unincor- 
porated Antioch, said he will offer a $250 reward to the 
person who leads him or police to the recovery of a new 
convertible top for his 1992 Isuzu Amigo. 

Cone said the new convertible top was swiped April 
2. Police from the Lake County Sheriff's Office respond- 
ed to the complaint 

"I think some kid just ripped me off," Cone said. 

He said the convertible top would be relatively easy 
to spot The black top is half hard and half soft He said 
normally the plastic windows of the top turn yellow 
with age, but his top Is new and the windows remain 
clear. 

"It's probably someone whose windows 
turned yellow and couldn't afford to buy a new 
one," Cone supposes. "Maybe somebody knows 
of someone who suddenly got a new top?" 

This is not the first time Cone has been vic- 
timized by burglary. Last October, he and his wife 
literally caught a thief attempting to rob his 
home. Cone caught the thief and held him until 
police arrived. 

"We live in Antioch because we think that it is a safe 
place to live, but we've been burglarized twice in the 
last six months,'* Cone noted. 



He said he sympathizes with police who have many 
other investigations going on at the same time. 

Normally, the sheriffs department has two squads 
patrolling unincorporated areas of Antioch and Fox 
Lake. Antioch Police respond to calls within the village 
and assist sheriff's police on calls In unincorporated 

Antioch.

For Brcnda Perotka's second- 
grade class, the significance of a 
teacher's pet has taken on an 
entirely different meaning at 
Oakland School. 

Between six Gtdnea pigs, seven 
rats, two gcrbils, two hamsters and 
a hedgehog, Perotka's second- 
grade class has its hands full of 
responsibilities, work and different 
learning opportunities. 

Perotka has found a way to 
introduce all the learning disci- 
plines from math and science to 
reading and writing in caring for the 
furry little friends. 

"We chart their growth and 
what they cat We do compar- 
isons. Wc do math activities like 
metrics and weighing them. We 
read on proper care. Wc study the 
vertebrate groups and their char- 
acteristics for science projects. Wc 



grow food for them ..." said 
Perotka as she rattled off a list of 
activities the students do with the 
animals. 

Perotka originally brought in 
some of the animals as class pets 
shortly after Christmas, but she saw 
their educational value and put it to 
use. 

"They're not pets. Wc have 
them so we could Icam all these dif- 
ferent activities," Perotka said, "but 
the kids don't know that" 

The different activities are end- 
less, she said. For example, the chil- 
dren learn. about geography In 
Africa by tracing the origins of the 
hedgehog. They learn about bal- 
anced diets and they check out 
books from local libraries on animal 
care and animal rights. 

"They're always trying to find 
new books on how to care for the 
animals. They write 'power writing' 
stories," Perotka pointed out "I can 



bring out all the subjects, and the 
kids are willing to do some things 
they weren't interested In before." 

They do problem-solving activ- 
ities when a new pet is introduced 
into the dass by drawing diagrams 
and measuring space needs for the 
new animal 

"Mind you, these second- 
graders are between 7 and 8 years 
old," Perotka pointed out 
1 If the fuzzy little animals were 
not enough to keep the students 
. busy, the class also overlooks a mini 
garbage compost that serves as the 
feeding ground for a worm farm. 

Students collect paper and 
garbage for the dirt to decompose 
and for the worms to eat 

"We don't throw anything 
away. If there's a banana peel, we 
bury it," Perotka said. "Worms eat 
anything except for meat So far, 
they have eaten about 18 pounds of 
garbage. If s recycling at its best"

Antioch, Lake Villa hint 
to border agreements

Border agreement talks may 
begin between the mayors of 
Antioch and Lake Villa. 

Upon learning about Lake 
Villa's intentions to annex a 60- 
acrc parcel west of Oakland 
School in Antioch Township, 
Antioch Mayor Marilyn Shineflug 
suggested that it may be time to 
talk border agreements between 
./ the growing villages. 

Developer nasi! & Associates 
informally approached the Lake 
Villa Plan Commission with the 
hopes of the village providing 
sewer to the (iO-acrc site north 
of Grass Lake Road to build 
approximately 100 to 120 
homes. The plan is in the very 
rough concept stages. 

The Loon Lakes 

Management Association Is 
opposing the proposed develop- 
ment, saying it will pose a threat to 
wetlands in the area and the water 
quality of the lakes. 

Shineflug admitted that the 
village of Antioch could hot extend 
its sewer to the site which prompt- 
ed the developer to approach Lake 
Villa, which is providing sewer to 
the 675-unit Painted Lakes devel- 
opment on the south side of Grass 
Ixikc Road. 

"I don't sec them (Lake Villa) 
aggressively annexing any more, but 
in the future I would like to sit down 
with them to work out boundary

And that was the point school 
administrators such as Steve 
Wapon and the Northern Illinois 
Council on Alcoholism and 
Substance Abuse hoped to convey 
to students when they sponsored 
the drunk-driving simulator. 

"Here you arc pressing the 
brakes and the car is not stopping," 
said Lisa Hartman of NICASA. "It 
really shows you how your reac- 
tions are off after drinking." 

Laurel Dahl, prevention coor- 
dinator at NICASA, noted that 
teen-agers have a difficult time 
believing elders until they actually 
experience something for them- 
selves. The drunk-driving simula- 
tor was the perfect chance to get a 



dose of the effects of drunk-dri- 
ving without taking a drink. 

"They think they're the expert 
drivers, and they think they can 
control the car," Dahl said. "They 
don't realize that a few drinks can 
hamper their reaction time." 

Mike Craig, a junior, was one 
of those students who believed 
they could handle the car before 
actually driving it "I think It will 
be easy to do," he said before he 
got behind the steering wheel 
and was registered for a .10 
blood-alcohol level. 

A few smashed pylons later, 
Craig returned with a slightly dif- 
ferent attitude. 

"It was really hard to steer, 
and the brakes were stuck," Craig 
said. "It was kind of scary." 

Lisa Ravagni, a junior, shared 
similar sentiments after driving 
the car. 

"1 can't believe how much con- 
trol I lost going around the turns," 
Ravagni said. "It felt scary because 
the car was out of control." 

It was no joy ride for the pas- 
sengers of the car either. The exer- 
cise was also meant to alert poten- 
tial passengers not to drive with 
someone who has been drinking. 

"She was wasted," said Kris 
Grate, a sophomore who rode as 
a passenger. "1 could tell she 
couldn't drive. She was running 
into cones and couldn't stop." 

Principal Dr. Susan 
Mullendore even took a turn 
behind the wheel and found her- 
self driving into orange cones. 
"I think it is a great training tool 
for students to learn about drink- 
ing and driving in a safe man- 
ner," Mullendore said. 

Following the driving excur- 
sion, the ACHS chapter of 
Students Against Drunk Driving 
encouraged students to sign 
pledge forms not to drink and 
drive and not to ride with drivers 
who have been drinking.

just give out anything." 

Elector Alan Knutson, however, pointed out that 

the Freedom if Information Act was not meant to 

make it more difficult to obtain information. 

"The Freedom of Information Act was put in 
place so citizens have the last way to get any and all 
Information," said Knutson. "any public body is at 
liberty to give out information. The Freedom of 
Information Act is a last resort with uncooperative 
officials . . . We're all friends here; we should be able 
to get information." 

The Illinois Freedom of Information Act guide, 
put out by the Attorney General's office, docs sug- 
gest that officials use forms when the public 
requests information, but it docs not require that 
forms be used. In fact, most municipalities, school 
districts and townships in Lake County arc rather 
open in providing information to the public. 
Freedom of Information requests arc usually only 
used when the information is sensitive. 

Another issue that raised temperatures at the 
meeting regarded salaries of township officials. Pete 
Jonitcs moved that the township freeze salaries of 
elected officials for four years and Wally Hammer 
moved that township trustees be paid only for the 
meetings they attend. While there were no formal 



objections to the salary freeze, six electors voted 
against withholding pay when a trustee misses a 
meeting. Again, Township Attorney Larry Clark clar- 
ified that both motions arc only recommendations. 

Township Trustee Claudcttc Skvarcc objected 
passionately to paying trustees only for meetings 
attended. She noted she has only missed one meet- 
ing In three years on the board, and pointed out that 
trustees spend time working on township business 
outside of meetings. 

Skvarcc said she spent many hours revising a 
policy on use of the township hall for meetings of 
organizations. "I spent a whole month on one poli- 
cy," said Skvarce. 

Township trustees arc paid $175 per meeting, 
whether they attend or not. Other township salaries 
arc: Supervisor, $49,478 plus $1,000 as treasurer of 
the highway fund; Assessor, $39, 208; Highway 
Commissioner, $58,630; and Town Gcrk, $18,200. 

Skvarce said she will suggest the township board 
do a comparison study on what other township offi- 
cials make before taking any action. 

"Our township highway commissioner (Mark 
Ring) serves 80 miles of unincorporated Antioch 
Township. He's not the highest paid, but he's the 
best," she said. She noted that the highest paid 
township highway official only serves 18 miles.

About half of Lake County 
townships have plan commis- 
sions. At Tuesday's township 
meetings, several townships 
heard motions regarding forming 
plan commissions and making 
text amendments to county ordi- 
nances.

tions. The township would then 
forward text amendments to the 
county board.

•Bob Klug moved to change 
the annual town meeting to 7:30 
p.m. 

•Township officials should 
assist organizations with finding 
needy families in order to donate 
food and clothing. The motion 
made by John Bambulc was

"If you seek Individual recog- 
nition, the championship will not 
come," said Stevenson High 
School girls basketball Coach 
Frank Mattucci to ... the Chamber 
ofCommercet 

Yes, the Chamber of 
Commerce. The South Central 
Lake County Chamber of 
Commerce, to be exact Mattucci 
was the guest speaker at the 
group's luncheon this week. The 
subject on which Mattucci spoke 
was one that can easily translate 
from the basketball court to busi- 
ness world — building a successful 
team. 

At this point in history, 
Mattucci is as qualified to speak 
on that subject as anyone around. 
Named national and state coach 
of the year after his Stevenson 
girls won their second consecu- 
tive Illinois High School 
Association Class AA champi- 
onship, Mattuccl's credentials arc 
evident 

Although he has certainly 
earned the right to some self-con- 
gratulation, Mattucci refuses to 
stand on his laurels. One of the 
most successful high school 
coaches in the country, the SHS 
skipper remains humble to say 
the least 

"Some people say I'm a good 
teacher," Mattucci told crowd of 
assembled business people, "but 
I'm no better than my students. 



The more I learn, the more I real- 
ize how much I have to learn. I've 
learned a lot from these kids — 
they've taught me a lot about 
myself." 

He gives the lion's share of 
credit for the repeat title to his 
players, but he knows well that 
there are others, less visible to the 
sporting public, who have also 
worked to make this SHS team the 
best 

He credits the administration 
at Stevenson and players past for 
creating an atmosphere that 
breeds success. He credits his 
wife for being supportive despite 
the time he must spend with his 
team. In fact, Mattucci credits just 
about everyone who had a hand 
in building this juggernaut of a 
team. 

Except himself. 

"I'm coach of the year because 
I had a very talented team. When 
you have a thoroughbred, all you 
need is a good rider," he said. But 
despite his self-deprecating man- 
ner, Mattucci's management 
skills have made his charges into 
fine basketball players, students 
and, simply, people. 

It's all a matter of trust 

"I ask them 'Can I trust you to 
do what it takes to be the best?' 
And then 'Can you trust me?' 
Once you've established trust, 
you can communicate," said 
Mattucci. 



But what and how docs 
Mattucci communicate? 

"I let them know exactly what 
is expected of them, and not just 
on the court," said Mattucci. 
"They know they have to do their 
homework, stay eligible, do what 
their parents say. They have to be 
good citizens. And, finally, they 
have to be willing to do what it 
takes on the court" 

He claims he doesn't talk to 
them about winning or losing, 
only how to better accomplish 
their designated task on the floor. 
And, to Mattucci, there arc no 
long-term goals. 

"I believe in short-term goals," 
said Mattucci. "With short-term 
goals you sec regular progress, 
and eventually one of those short- 
term goals will be what your long- 
term goal would have been." 

Some may find that his philos- 
ophy unorthodox (how can you 
have a winning program and not 
talk about winning?), but the 
proof, as they say, is in the pud- 
ding. With Mattucci, the proof is 
in the trophy case. 

Mattucci teaches history at 
SHS, a subject for which he has an 
abiding passion. As a coach, how- 
ever, he may have just given the 
whole school an object lesson in 
the main tenet of history. 

History repeats itself. Only 
time will tell if history a la 
Mattucci will three-peat itself.

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Ryan's gang forum panel unites to fight back

After more than two hours of a brainstorming session 
about the problem with gangs, at least one panel member 
felt the session was meaningful. 

"It was very valuable," John A. Hernandez said. 

Hernandez directs Gang Outreach, a program for teens 
operated out of Waukegan. He was in the second group of 
experts who discussed the gang problem and heard testi- 
mony at Illinois Attorney General Jim Ryan's conference in 
Waukegan. 

"The effort started when a woman in Waukegan came 
to us and said, 'you have to do something', " Hernandez 
said afterward. "Let's get the youth involved. They seem to 
think that adults think they know better than the youth." 

Hernandez brought a student named Ruben to the 
conference. "When he speaks to other youth he tells them 
how he was getting Ds and Fs. Now, with a spiritual 
change, he is getting straight As. They can sec there is tan- 



gible evidence," Hernandez said. 

It is success cases such as the teenager's which keep 
Hernandez going. "The satisfaction is seeing a changed 
life," he said. 

Members of the first panel, speaking to an audience of 
about 40 persons at Waukegan High School, included:

The session was the first of 15 to be held by the Governor's 
Commission on Gangs In Illinois. That group is chaired by 
Ryan and consists of 35 members. 



"The Illinois State Police estimate that there arc more 
than 130 active gangs in Illinois. Gangs are flourishing 
across the state, not just in urban areas," Ryan said. "To 
effectively fight back we need a community approach 
involving business, labor, religious leaders, educators, 
criminal justice profcssionals-and parents." 

Ryan described the role of the public meetings, held 
also in Rock Island and Peoria this week. Commission 
meetings have been held at schools, city halls, parks and 
even Peoria County Jail. 

"The public hearings will help the Commission come 
up with a more targeted and coordinated response to this 
growing menace. We will be hearing from people who are 
in the trenches fighting gangs and gang violence on a day- 
to-day basis. We also want to hear about success stories." 

"I made today's meeting because I care. I'm concerned 
and hope I can make a difference.

Town meetings 
worth expansion 

Townships this week conducted annual town meetings that 
have become an attendance ritual for a growing number of citi- ■ 
zens. 

As provided for in the Illinois statutes, the required township 
sessions are conducted in an old fashioned New England town 
meeting atmosphere where electors arc able to speak out and 
take action on a variety of topics in the public interest. 
Township officials participate as citizens. Meetings arc con- 
ducted by a moderator elected by those attending. 

The town meeting format is in stark contrast to the typical vil- 
lage board meeting where citizen input is limited, even discour- 
aged under rules of procedure adopted by the elected represen- 
tatives. It's no wonder that citizens are discouraged about ask- 
ing questions or addressing grievances before the local munici- 
pal council. 

In the context of promoting better communications, one Lake 
County city council has approved a program of quarterly town 
meetings. Beginning next month, North Chicgo will hold town 
meetings In May, August, November and February. The meet- 
ings will be designed to be non-confrontational. 

Alderman Richard Bradshaw, who sponsored the proposal, 
said some town meetings will be purely informational Others 
will be devoted to specific topics. 

The new North Chicago town meeting plan is commendable. 
The project Is deserving of emulation, in our opinion. In the 
least, our leaders would do well to study the town meeting Idea. 
The annual township meeting long has been hailed as the 
essence of democracy. Citizens might look upon local govern- 
ment differently if they had a greater voice in what goes on at 

the village hull.

The politicians see chain gangs as an excellent 
example of "getting tough" with lawbreakers. 
Liberals and civil rightists arc screaming bloody 
murder. They arc tormented by images of slavery 
if shackled inmates take to the roadsides. 

Proposed chain gang legislation is color blind. 
Makes no difference whether a prisoner is black 
or white. If they do the crime, they do the time— 
-in chains — under provisions of a proposed bill. 
State Sen. Adeline Geo-Karis (R-Zion) is leading 
the "get tough" move. "Put/cm on the rock pile," 
Geo-Karis shouted the other day in Springfield. 
State Sen. William Peterson (R-Prairic View) cast 
a yes vote to move the chain gang bill out of the 
senate. The county's other solon, State David

The school board 
held out the proposal as a decision to 
finance needed safety requirements for 
the school children. Not so! The proposi- 
tion was whether to abolish the Illinois Tax 
Cap or to retain it as it applies to Dist. 128. 

2. Maintenance. The district sent a 
brochure to the taxpayers of Dist. 128 
disingenuously describing the life cycles of 
buildings. Since many of the district's 
homeowners know that maintenance is 
the key to preserving thc-uscfulncss of any 
structure, a question arises about the 
maintenance policy of Dist. 128's ad- 
ministration. Do they have any' mainte- 
nance policy? 

3. Support for the referendum was 
weak in the Vernon Hills section of Dist. 
128. This is because the citizens there 
want their own high school. They should 
have it! Do the officials of Dist. 128 believe 
they can educate the burgeoning school 
population of Vernon Mills? Do they want 
a mega-high school? 

The boundaries of Dist. 128 should be 
truncated to reflect the increased popula- 
tion of Lake County. If the voters of Illinois 
can change their constitution, surely they 
can amend a school's boundary lines. Let 
Vernon Mills citizens have their own 
school district and build their own high 
school.

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Craftsman revives canoe making into polished art

Bob Gerloff enjoys his golden years in retire- 
ment fishing during the lazy days of the sum- 
mer. I Ic has also found a lit- 
tle something to keep him 
busy during the dreary win- 
ter months. 

The septuagenarian from 
Antioch who lives near East 
Loon lake literally hiber- 
nates in his stove-heated 
bam each winter. Unlike a 
bear, however, that lum-. 
bcrs during its hibernation, 
Gerloff is hard at work 
building a new wood canoe 
from scratch. 

Well after the first spring 
robin appears, Gerloff still 
remains in his cubbyhole 
until his new wooden canoe 
is complete— usually just in 
time for the spring canoe 
races along the Fox and Dcs 
Plaincs rivers. 

The canoes Gerloff makes 
by hand are not ordinary 
canoes. They arc finely 
hand-crafted masterpieces 
in which he selects, cuts, 
bends, shapes, and glues 
about 80 strips of lumber a 
quarter-inch thick into a 
solid racing canoe or a stur- 
dy fishing canoe. 

The labor-intensive work 
requires the entire winter to 
complete one canoe. 

"It's better than watching 
it snow in the winter time," 
said Gerloff, who was a

plumber for 44 years before retiring sue years 
ago. "I get a good feeling when I get done. They 
look good" 

His son-in-law Tom Lcppcr holds Gerloff s 
talents in higher regard. 

'You're too humble. You're an artist," said 
Lcppcr, who has come to admire his father-in- 
law's work. 

Maybe out of a little selfishness, GerlofFs 
wife Introduced him to canoe building to keep 
him occupied. 

"After I retired, my wife bought me this book 
on how to build canoes. 1 think she did it to get 
me out of the house," Gerloff mused. 

That how-to book, "Canoe Craft," was writ- 
ten by master canoe craftsman Ted Moorcs. In 
fact, Gerloff trekked nearly BOO miles to the back 
woods of Ontario to attend one of Moorcs' sem- 
inars on how to build wood canoes. 

1 listorically, the canoe served as a vehicle of 
transportation for early settlers and fur trappers. 
Famed transcontinental travelers Louis and 
Clark made wood canoes during their expedi- 
tion. Father Jacques Marquette used a hand- 
made canoe when he traveled up the Dcs 
Plaincs River in Lake County some 300 years 
ago. Of course, the Indians used canoes dug out 
of tree trunks, but it was the early settlers who 
mastered the art crafting wood canoes by hand. 
Gerloff begins by purchasing about six 1-by- 
6-inch pieces of lumber that are about 18 feet 
long and cuts them into quarter-inch strips. 

He lays them all out on the floor and num- 
bers them, so he can match the cut strips on 
both sides of the canoe. He noted that each 
piece of wood and each kind of wood carries its 
own color. 

"Each one has their own color," Gerloff said. 
The different types of wood he uses range from 
maple, ash, purple heart, and ebony among 
others. 

He then steams the wood to make it more 




flexible, so the wood bends and curves, "Once 
the wood has been steamed, it is almost like 
rubber," Gerloff said. 

He devised a system of molds and clamps to 
hold the small strips in place as they form the 
outside of the canoe. Before gluing the strips 
together, Gerloff carefully matches the wood 
colors to create a design with die different hues 
in the wood. 

"There's no stain involved at all. It's all nat- 
ural color," Gerloff insisted. For one boat, he 
was able to create a racing-stripe effect by the 
color of the wood. 

The glossy-appearing finish comes when 
binds the wood strips together with fibcrgl 
and a strong adhesive. "The fiberglass gives 
boat its strength," Gerloff said. It also gets thrce> 
coats of varnish. 

He adds many other personal touches such 
as weaving his own caning for the seats of the 
canoe. At the tip of the boat, a small piece of 
brass indicates who the canoe-maker is, the 
name of the boat and the year. 

Finally, the finished product— a. process 
which began in September— is completed in 
April, just in time to be tested in one of the local 
canoe races. 

His signature rightfully is on each boat 
Unlike mass-produced aluminum canoes or 
other canoes, each canoe Gerloff crafts is unique. 
Gerloff is in the process of finishing his sixth 
boat He intends to have two canoes on display 
for sale in Door County. They're also on sale 
when he brings them to the canoe races on the 
Dcs Plaincs River in May and on the Fox River in 
June. The going rate for one of his canoes is 
$4,000. 

Needless to say, Gerloff is one of the few 
canoe racers to show up at one of these races 
with his personally- made wood canoe. 

"It's somctiiing to do in die winter time," 
Gerloff said simply and humbly.

Lake Tahoe, the big lake in the sky

Having just flown Into Reno from Chicago, I felt my lungs could use some 
fresh air. I rented a car and headed south toTahoe country. 

South Tahoe is where Caesar's, Harrah's and the other major hotel/casinos 
are located. If you choose to drive there from Reno, you have two ways to go. 
The fastest, and easiest, is to take the four-lane interstate, Rte. 395, to where it 
joins Rte. 50, another super highway. It's about 40 miles and should take less 
than an hour. 

I chose the more adventurous route. About 10 miles out of Reno, Rte. 431 
branches off of Interstate 395 and heads west into the Toiyabe National Forest. 
You will climb to about 9,000 feet and be treated to crisp, clean air, the smell of 
pine trees and, once having reached the summit, experience a breathtaking 
view of Lake Tahoe. 

Route 431 ends at Rte. 28, where you will head south to Incline Village. 
About another mile down the road is the original TV home of the Cartwright 
boys. Yes, this is the "Ponderosa"! The $6.50 entrance fee Is a little bit of a rip- 
off, but it's still a "must do" for someone of my generation. 

From here it's about another 1 5 miles to South Tahoe. You will be following 
the shoreline of one of the most beautiful lakes In the world the entire time. 

South Tahoe Is on the border of California and Nevada. If you stay at one 
of the resorts on the California side of town, don't worry. The casinos offer free 
shuttle services to the Nevada side. 

What does Tahoe have to offer other than top-name entertainment, gambling, 
fresh air, water sports and a clear, clean lake surrounded by snow-capped 
mountains? In the winter months, you will find some of the best skiing in North 
America In those mountains. But (hat's a subject for another column.

Spring will arrive and when it does, 
it will be greatly welcomed. Riots of 
colors will emerge from all of the dif- 
ferent ornamentals in the 
landscape. The hard work 
done last fall in planting 
bulbs will be reward- 
ed as tulips, daf- 
fodils, and crocus 
poke their heads out 
of the ground and 
present an array of 
colors. 

The winter 
seemed long as we 
were held in its' cold 
grip, but just wait a bit 
longer and we'll all be 
rewarded as buds begin to swell 
and emerge. Some of our favorite orna- 
mentals for residential sites are: the 
redbud which is usually a smaller vase 
shaped plant that has branching close 
to the ground. We prefer the clump 
form and have seen this plant 20 to 25 
feet high with the same spread. In 
spring as the buds emerge the plant 
shows a reddish-purple flower all up 
and down the branches of *he plant 
The flower is one-half inches long on a 
one- half inch long pedicel, and can be 
effective for three weeks. The plant 




flowers at an early ages (four to six 
years old), transplants best in the spring 
and as a young plant, needs well 

drained, deep soils, how- 
ever, will accept many 
soil types and does 
poorly in wet areas. 
Also, prefers full 
sun or light - 
shade, can be 
used as an accent 
in the landscape 
or planted in 
groupings for bor- 
ders. Important to 
purchase this plant 
from locally grown • 
nurseries that have a certi- 
fied northern seed source. 
Another great ornamental is the ser- 
viceberry. In the Lake County area 
there is a juneberry and its many culti- 
vars. The allegheny serviceberry and 
the running serviceberry, each of these 
plants used in the landscape is a real 
gem. We like them all and one of our 
favorites is the amelanghier and grandi- 
flora "autumn brilliance" extremely 
floriferous every spring showing white 
flowers, edible fruit, a very clean sum- 
mer foliage and beautiful, brilliant red 
full color are all part of the show this

Power 
equipment dealers report that the 
graph line for mower sales starts mov- 
ing up in March and tops off in April 
and May. The nice weather combined 
with the first flush of spring growth 
gets people in the mood to go out- 
doors again and enjoy the fresh air 
and sunshine. In fact, lawn care is the 
number one outdoor home activity 
according to a national survey. 

"The nation's lawns cover more 
than 25 million acres," exoerts at the 
Professional Lawn Care Assn. of 
America (PLCAA). "More than 1 00 
million people operate about 61 mil- 
lion mowers to keep their lawns look- 
ing neat and trim. It's estimated that 
North Americans spend about one bil- 
lion hours on lawn care every year." 

What's the payback on all that 
time and work? According to 
McClure, well-maintained lawns are 
worth the effort. 

Lawns are play areas for children 
and adults, so it's important to keep 
therivtrim and weed free," McClure 
said. "Clover and other groundcovers 
can attract bees to the play area, and 



bee stings can cause serious injury. 
Many people are allergic. 

Lawns also provide a security zone 
that denies prowlers a hiding place; a 
lawn gives a homeowner a clear view 
out to the street. 

"Farmers maintain a large lawn" 
around their homes to keep insects 
and rodents at a distance," said 
experts at PLCAA Public Relations for 
John Deere. "And lawns reduce the 
risk of fire hazard because they're less 
likely to sustain a blaze." 

Lawns provide many environmen- 
tal benefits, according to PLCAA: 

• The root system actually purifies 
rainwater that leaches through it. Re- 
search shows that acid rain is less 
*acid after it's filtered through a lawn. 

• Lawns trap particulate matter — the 
dust and smoke particles that fall con- 
tinually. Soil microbes help break 
these substances into neutral mole- 
cules. 

• Lawns act as evaporative coolers 
to lower the temperature of sur- 
rounding air. Lawns scatter light while 
absorbing some solar radiation. 

• Lawns play a role in replenishing 
the oxygen supply, in preventing soil 
erosion, in filtering pollen from the 
air, in reducing sunlight glare, in

Lighten up gardens all season by planting summer bulbs 



Crocuses, daffodils, and snowdrops 
herald the arrival of spring, but their 
passing does not mark the end of the 
Eulb season. When they begin to fade, 
don't repine — replant. The Garden 
Council suggests planting a variety of 
summer bulbs this spring to light up the 
garden as the season advances. 

Bulbs — and their cousins corms, rhi- 
zomes, and tubers— share one impor- 



tant characteristic: All. depend on 
stored food to carry them through a 
dormant season brought on by cold or 
drought, and then to give them a good 
start when dormancy ends. So although 
you may be more familiar with the 
term "bulb," don't shy away from the 
others when you begin planting for 
summer blooms. Care for corms, rhi- 
zomes, and tubersis similar to bulb care. 



Record year for one-call system 



JULIE, Inc., the Illinois One-Call 
System, broke their own industry 
records by processing over 722,000 
locate requests from Illinois excavators 
in 1995. The call volume represents a 
5.6 percent increase in excavation noti- 
fication in Illinois through JULIE from 
1994's benchmark of 683,500 calls. An 
average of nearly six messages per call, 
or over.4,34,000 messages Tor the year, 
were sent to the appropriate utility 
companies across the state where are 
members of the Illinois One-Call 
System. JULIE membership currently 
stands at 71 8, including 25 new mem- 
bers who joined in 1995. 

JULIE is a not-for-profit organization 
that notifies member utility facility 
owners/operators of planned digging 
activities in areas where facilities are 
present. Each utility sends locators to 
the dig site to mark the location of 
buried utility lines. JULIE serves the 



entire state of Illinois outside the City 
of Chicago and provides contractors, 
homeowners and others who plan to 
dig, with a toll-free telephone number 
to call for the locating and ;marking of 
underground facilities, which are done- 
at no cost to the excavator. "When you 
add the call volume form Chicago's 
one-call system, DIGGER, Illinois 
approached 900,000 locate requests in 
1 995," according to JULIE Board 
President Steve Meyer, who is Supt. of 
the City of Aurora's Water and Sewer 
Department. "The fact that Illinois' call 
volume surpasses any other site is a 
credit to the contractors, utility compa- 
nies and other excavators who use the 
system," Meyer concluded. 

In 1995, JULIE set nine single 
month call volume records, including a 
seven month span from May to 
November where individual monthly 
volume records were set.

Effective January 1 , 1 99 1 , it is now a state law to contact JULIE 
at least 48 hours (excluding Saturdays, Sundays and holidays) be- 
fore you dig.

Bulbs store food manufactured in 
their green leaves, so it is important to 
keep foliage growing as long as possi- 
ble. Keep plants fed or watered until 
foliage yellows or turns brown — or 
with late blooming plants such as 
dahlias and tuberous begonias, until 
frost threatens. 

You can camouflage the fading 
foliage of spring bulbs by sowing seed 
or setting out plants of low-growing 
annuals such as sweet alyssum, forget- 
me-not, English daisy, or viola. 

Here are a few tips to keep in mind 
as you plant bulbs for summer and fall 
show: 

• Provide good drainage.. Bulbs are 
likely to rot in constantly wet soil. 
Unless your soil drains quickly/plant 
on hillsides or in raised beds. 

• Be selective. Your effects will be 
more striking if you concentrate on a 
few bulb kinds and colors. 

• Plant bulbs in clumps or drifts 



(irregularly shaped masses) rather than 
singly or in rows. 

• With bulbs that bloom just once 
(gladiolus, Mexican Shell Flower), stag- 
ger planting over several weeks to get a 
succession of bloom. 

In cold-winter climates, plant sum- 
mer arid fall bulbs when danger of frost 
' has passed and dig and store them 
when frost threatens or when foliage 
has died off. Where winters are mild, 
many of the varieties listed below can 
stay in the ground throughout the year. 

For summer-long show of bulbs and 
bulbous plants: 

Early summer— tuberous begonia, 
gladiolus, lily (Asiatic Hybrids). 

Mid-summer — tuberous begonia, 
caladium (fancy leaf), calla (zant- 
edeschia), canna, dahlia, daylily, gladi- 
olus, lily, tigridia, tuberose. 

Late-summer-fall— tuberous bego- 
nia, caladium, canna, dahlia, daylily, 
gladiolus, lily (oriental), tuberose.

the outdoors has stimulated demand for 
scenes that bring the out- 
doors indoors. Designs are 
available that are suitable for 
living rooms, children's 
rooms family rooms, and 
other areas such as home 
offices. 

For example, you can 
go with a scenic view from 
nature to transform a plain , 
room into a seemingly 
choice vacation spot.

"Back than, French art patrons used 
to commission painters to adorn their 
walls with eye-catching fantasies," 
explains the company. 'This art tech- 
nique was known as 'trompe I'oeil/ 
which literally means 'trick of the eye.' 
And it was terribly expensive. Part of the

Controversy continues on fertility issues 



The topic of reproducing in 
women has been hotly debated 
for years. Unwed teenage moth- 
ers, infertility, abortion rights and 
in vitro fertilization for lesbian 
couples elicit opinions with 
moral, legal and emotional over- 
tones. 

Questions arise. Who should 
be given the right to adopt? 
When, if ever, is abortion consid- 
ered okay? How old is too old for 
invitro fertilization? What is the 
impact of infertility on women? 
These questions affect society, 
the definition of family and our 
future generations. 

More specifically, the women 
who decide on motherhood and 
cannot conceive constitute a spe- 
cial population. Their needs* are 
high, yet simple. Their fears arc 
devastating. Their thoughts are 
focused. 

Take Susan. Doth she and her 
husband of 12 years arc accom- 
plished professionals in their 
mid-forties. They lead busy, 
rewarding lives and fill their lim- 
ited leisure time with sailing and 
travel. Susan felt. a need to have a 
child for some time and had been 
trying unsuccessfully for years. 
After lengthy discussions, they 
then sought a fertility specialist. 
They have invested time, money 
and energy in the process but 
with no luck. Their thoughts turn 
to adoption, but they arc too old 



in this country, so considered 
looking overseas. They worry 
about the expense as well as the 
cultural implications, but Susan's 
desire for a child drives them on. 

Invitro fertilization is the next 
avenue under consideration. 
Waiting for a donor, however, 
takes time. Susan feels the pres- 
sure. She often wonders if she will 
ever be a mom. She's frustrated, 
yet remains hopeful. 

What's next for her? If all 
medical resources arc exhausted, 
Susan must accept the limitation. 
It may be hard to know when to 
stop trying, but deciding to be 
child free means redefining one's 
dreams. The sense of failure can 
be offset by involvement in other 
areas such as Big Brothers, Big 
Sisters, becoming an involved 
aunt or owning pets. With this 
difficult decision comes disap- 
pointment, but also the relief In 
the freedom to move on. 

Perhaps Susan will conceive, 
but with infertility treatment, her 
chance for twins or triplets 
. increases several fold. Are they 
ready for a big family? Even one 
child brings a host of changes. 

But being a mature couple 
can offer many benefits to the 
newborn. ' Wisdom, financial 
security and increased self- 
knowledge make a solid founda- 
tion from which to build a family. 
Stable careers allow for greater 



flexibility in scheduling. Often 
because of the planned process 
to conceive, the couple is more 
methodical in their approach to 
parenting and better prepared to 
handle change.

Q: Dear.. .Search: I have several years of secretarial and 
word processing experience. I'd like to find a similar position 
working three days a week but in the late afternoon/evening 
(4-lOpm). From Want Ads and two temp/perm agencies I 
have found only general office work during these hours. This 
work is not challenging enough and the pay is not the great- 
est I know there have to be companies out there with a sec- 
ond shift needing my skills. Any suggestions on how to find 
those companies? Signed - Bored in Lake Zurich. 

A: Dear Bored: I am sure you have your reasons for wishing 
to work the hours of 4-10pm; however, one of the problems 
that I am sure you have encountered is that you are looking 
for the sun and the moon and the stars as well as job fulfill- 
ment. Most often, office positions dealing with "general" 
duties as you have mentioned are 8-S-ish in the a.m..

pay; there's no haggling in the process. 
The quality of used vehicles in the 
chains is typically the very best — late 
model cars, often coming off lease 
deals. The downside: prices are high. 

This year, "Consumer Reports" also 
discovered that new cars are depreciat- 
ing less quickly. The magazine's cal- 
culations in April 1995 showed that the 
average new car had depreciated 33 
percent over three years. According to 
1 996 price data, new cars have de- 
preciated only 26 percent over three 
years. Models in great demand, such as 
sport-utility vehicles, depreciate the 
least, on average. 

"Consumer Reports" offers tips on 
what to look for in a used car and gives 
this advice on where to shop: 

• Superstores and new car dealers — 
Usually the safest source, with the best 
quality cars (many still covered under 
original manufacturer's warranty). Many 
such dealers offer their own warranty, 
too. New car dealers have repair facili- 
ties; some lease used cars. But prices at 



superstores and new car dealers tend tc 
be high. 

• Independent used car dealers — 
Tend to have lower prices, but stock 
may be lower in quality. Most lack re- 
pair facilities. 

• Service, stations and independent 
garages — If they've serviced the car, 
they can recount its history— a big ad- 
vantage. Choose an established station 
with a good reputation. Selection lim- 
ited. 

• Banks and other lenders— Sell re- 
possessed cars. No assurance of car's 
condition. 

• Private owners— Tend to charge 
lowest prices. No recourse if problems 
surface. 

The April issue of "Consumer Re- 
ports" is available wherever magazines 
are sold.

Non-turbo starts raise consumer questions 



DON GARL1TS 

Q. My problem is a 1980 Saab 900 
GLE with what (hey call (he B-type en- 
gine, injected without (he turbo. What 
puzzles me is that the car starts with- 
out any problem when the engine is 
cold; it will also restart after 1 5 to 20 
minutes from a warm-engine start. But 
too often it will not restart when it has 
been down from half an hour to two 
hours, depending on the temperature. 
The cause for not restarting is that 
no gasoline is being pumped to the 
injectors. I have had the spark plugs 
out and they are completely dry. I sus- 
pect the electrical system, but have not 
been able to pinpoint the fault. Or 
could it also be in the: a) fuel accu- 
mulator; b) airflow/sensor mixture con- 
trol; c) fuel distributor; or d) control 
pressure regular? 

The fuel injection system is Bosch K- 
tronic. The fuel pump was replaced just 
a few miles ago, and the fuel filter has 
been in for about a year, or 8,000 
miles. 

This Saab has about 115,000 miles 
behind it. Do you have any ideas?

Wescosville, Penn. 
A Unfortunately, a lot of complaints 
are made about this vehicle, mostly 
concerning starter problems. I have dis- 
cussed this with several Saab experts 
and all have concurred about one thing: 
The electrical computer system func- 
tions properly for approximately 60,000 
to 70,000 miles, and anytime thereafter 



the car ceases to start consistently. For 
some reason it doesn't get enough gas, 
or it gets too much gas, or not enough 
spark. The really bad news is that to 
replace all the parts necessary to elimi- 
nate the problem would cost about 
$3,000. This is no small sum, but if you 
really like your Saab, you may have to 
make the investment. 

Q. I hear so many ads lately about 
cars having anti-lock brakes. What does 
(hat mean? I have driven cars for 63 
years and have never had the brakes 
lock, except when I wanted (hem to. 
So how do these new brakes work? 

John C. 
Summerfield, Fla. 
A I can certainly appreciate your 
question, John. The technology of ev- 
erything in our lives is changing so fast 
it makes even my head spin. 

As you are aware, vehicles skidding 
out of control are a major cause of ac- 
cidents, especially rear-end mishaps. 
The advent of computer chips has cre- 
ated a mechanism that can monitor the 
wheel spin to the degree that an 
impending lock-up can be sensed and 
at the same time prevented. An elec- 
trical pulse now controls the pressure 
on the brakes and actually does what 
experienced drivers like yourself have 
done for years — that is, finesse the 
brakes in such a way that you do not 
lose control and begin skidding. 

Because of the sheer numbers of cars 
on the road, and the fact that we live in 



a fast-paced society with fast little cars 
driven by relatively inexperienced dri- 
vers, you can bet this feature will save 
lives. In my opinion, this device and the 
air bag are two of the greatest safety 
features in automotive history. 

Q. Our 1988 Chevy develops a 
front-end vibration between 60 and 70 
mph when you let up on (he ac- 
celerator just a little. I am guessing a 
wheel balance problem. What do you 
think?

A I doubt that this is being caused 
by the wheel balancing. A problem 



there should occur most noticeably at a 
specific speed rather than on accel- 
eration or deceleration. In the front 
drive axles, there are bearings and 
joints that make up the drive system. 
Something is worn or simply broken 
that should be attended to immediately, 
before a serious mishap occurs.

Last-minute filing tips to avoid making mistakes on 1995 return

Following are some tips for last- 
minute filers since most mistakes are 
made when you're in a hurry, 

First, it's extremely important to 
make sure that you enter the correct 
Social Security numbers (SSN) on your 
tax return. In addition, this year you 
must have an SSN for any person born 
before Nov. 1, 1995 that is claimed as 
an exemption or as a qualifying person 
for the Earned Income Credit on your 



tax return. Don't use nicknames. If a 
name has changed due to marriage or 
divorce, be sure to report the change to 
the Social Security Administration. 

Second, allow enough time to com- 
plete your return, so you can set it aside 
and pick it up a. day or two (or even an 
hour or two) later and check it again. 

The most common mistakes made 
when you're in a hurry include math 
errors, picking up the wrong tax from 
the tax tables, claiming the wrong filing 
status, miscalculating the Earned 



Income Tax Credit, entering items on 
the wrong line, and forgetting to attach 
the W-2, "Wage and Tax Statement," or 
other necessary schedules to the return. 
And every year there are lots of people 
who forget to sign their return. 
Remember, if it's a joint return, we need 
the signature of both spouses. 

If you know you won't have all the 
information needed to complete and 
file your return by the April 15 dead- 
line, plan to request an extension. 
Complete and mail Form 4868, "Ap- 



plication for Automatic Extension of 
Time to File U.S. Individual Income Tax 
Return," by April 15, and get an auto- 
matic four-month extension of time to 
file. 
i You then have until Aug. 15 to send 
in your completed return. You will need 
to estimate your tax liability and pay 
any additional tax owed with your 
extension request.
